WITH SPAIN AROUND THE CORNER 


You can throw away all sense of direction 
and toss geography to the winds and still 
realize that Biarritz is near Spain.

The Algerian pedlars have added 
to their familiar packs of rugs, scarfs, and 
strings of pearls an equally choice assort- 
ment of near-Spanish shawls. Sometimes, too, 
on hot sunny noons in a quiet white street, 
comes the sound of castanets through the 
dark green shutters. Yes, Spain is very near. 

The mixture of sounds in Biarritz, like the 
mixture of languages, is fascinating. The 
single horse cabs have a sylvan tinkle, and 
those with two horses and a red-vested, 
high-hatted driver have an almost Santa- 
Clausian ring. No busy thoroughfare any- 
where is more noisy than the square before 
the Bar Basque at Casino and cocktail time.

From seven to nine, the Motor God should 
be appeased by these noises, which, as they 
rise towards the stars from this little Opéra- 
Comique square, surely turn into sweet 
sounds of mechanical praise. The toots and 
licences of every country are here. Biarritz, 
above all, is the place of variegated motors! 

During the day, there may be some doubt 
as to where cocktails and gossip prevail. 
Some visitors are for the Miramar Bar; 
others go to the new Potiniére at Saint-Jean- 
de-Luz; others, strangely enough in this busy 
age, stay at home. But, when night comes, 
the bar-minded all turn their faces towards 
the Bar Basque, where the tales are as mixed 
as the drinks and where there are equally 
choice bits of sandwich and gossip. When 
there is a breeze—and there generally is a 
breeze in Biarritz—, the inner room miracu- 
lously holds at least one hundred more people 
than it was ever intended to accommodate. 

This Biarritz breeze is a most important 
fashion factor. It is the breeze that has made 
the too-sleek, moulded, and waved heads 
look old-fashioned, a bit dowdy, and too 
careful.

Now comes the sad part—what most 
people wear! In the first place, successful 
bathing-suits will some day be shown and 
sold where there is sunlight, sky, sea, and 
sand.

The best bathing-décolletages were as care- 
fully cut to the lowest possible point as in a 
perfect evening dress. A little sleight of hand 
with the tiniest of shoulder-straps guarantees 
an even tone and no white streaks. The 
wisest woman, however, has a complete sun- 
bath in seclusion, which results in a com- 
pletely and evenly tanned body. 

Rubber shoes and caps were smartest. The 
carefully tied bandannas and turban effects 
seemed like creations of a shut-in mind in 
the back atelier of a building on a court and 
were the surest proofs of bad taste and 
no knowledge. 

Praise be to modern cosmetics that permit 
many a lovely face to come up smiling 
through the waves. Pink cheeks and a scarlet 
mouth emerging from the white crest of a 
Biarritz breaker are lovely to see. Not to use 
make-up in the open air for sports is like 
clinging to gas-jets, oil lamps, and zinc 
bathtubs.

S TIMES change, our vocabularies

RISE TO GREAT 
HEIGHTS 


HE newest silhouette in millinery shows a de- 

cided tendency towards the exaggeratedly high 
crown of which Reboux is one of the first sponsors, 
Low crowns have by no means been cast aside 
and discarded, but, after several seasons of low, close 
hats, it is a welcome change to witness this up-sweep- 
ing movement. In most cases, pleats or ingenious 
drapings achieve this effect by carefully lifting the 
line high up on the head. The beret, nevertheless, 
continues to hold an important place. It appears in 
two versions—the sophisticated, formal type that is 
adapted to the elegance of the afternoon mode and 
the youthful, schoolgirl version. In addition, those 
models cut high over one eye and those that droop at 
one side persist in chic. 

Reboux, in her new collection, shows a number of 
interesting new felts. She relegates to the sports 
mode a felt that has a beaver-like texture and a nap 
dyed in such a manner that the colours of its base 
and its tips differ—an effect similar to that of pointed 
fox. A more formal material is called “Feutre Mon- 
sieur.” It is plain felt on one side and long-haired 
satiny felt, brushed almost flat, on the other. Still 
another felt is a rather heavy taupé that is pressed 
in little squares or circles in a manner that gives it 
almost the appearance of the curly fur coats. 

The modistes now busy making hats to match their 
clients’ dress samples put brown first among the most 
popular colours of the season. Brown runs the gamut 
from a very dark shade through téte de négre, chest- 
nut, and beaver to a rich rosy-beige and is chic in 
all of its tones. Red, second in popularity, is truly 
red—dark carnation or a vivid, bright hue—or has 
the warmth of brown in it—rust and aubergine. The 
new blues never become very light, but cling to mid- 
night, light navy-blue, and slate shades, with an oc- 
casional brilliant fling toward sapphire. And green, 
which is becoming a classic for the winter season, 1s 
dyed a deep black-green, which is very new, or a for- 
est-green, or gains colour in the glint of emerald.

It may be worn with tweeds 
or sweaters and is particularly 
smart when, as in this ensemble, 
the shoes worn with it are of 
the same leather. 

The hand-bag, also from 
Hermeés, is of brown pressed calf 
(veau écrasé) and frameless. 
The lining is of beige kid—an 
important detail, as a delicate 
lining would make the bag 
inappropriate for country use. 

Briggs made the umbrella, of 
brown silk with a crook handle 
of Malacca. The inserted pencil 
in the crook is a novel and very 
useful detail. 

The triangular scarf from 
Schiaparelli is of hand-knitted 
wool in beige and brown. The 
way in which it is worn is par- 
ticularly smart for active sports. 

Hermés made the washable 
pigskin gloves with hand-stitch- 
ing—sturdy models that are 
smartest when loosely fitted. 

The Oxfords from Bunting 
are of brown box-calf and brown 
antelope, with a medium low, 
solid leather heel—the only cor- 
rect heel for sports wear. With 
them are worn stockings from 
Old England, of beige lisle. For 
spectator wear, these may be as 
sheer and fine as silk; for sports 
wear, they should be heavier.

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OTHING mars the smart- 
N ness of a costume more 
frequently than a too-fancy ac- 
cessory worn with a tailleur! 
Here, simplicity is not merely 
important; it is absolutely essen- 
tial. Every detail must have a 
severity of line that echoes the 
tailored feeling of the suit or coat. 

The accessories shown on this 
page have been chosen to accom- 
pany a tailleur in navy-blue. 
Needless to say, however, they 
are not all in navy-blue, for the 
one-colour costume has ceased to 
be a factor in the mode. 

The scarf, from Schiaparelli, is 
a very new type, which replaces 
the more usual fur. It is a tri- 
angle of brown crépe marocain 
bordered with beaver and slit so 
that one end slips through the 
other. The use of flat furs for 
all or part of a separate scarf is 
very smart, at present, and par- 
ticularly suitable with a tailored 
costume. 

The Hermés gloves are light 
brown washable suéde pull-ons, 
with hand-stitching in the same 
colour.

T is in the evening, perhaps

with a black costume for 
afternoon wear than the group of 
French accessories shown in the 
sketch on this page. An air of 
formality, a hint of restrained 
elegance characterizes each one, 
and all of them consider their 
background, as well as one an- 
other. 

The shoe, from Hellstern, is of 
black antelope trimmed with nar- 
row strips of black patent leather. 
Its high heel and somewhat frag- 
ile straps fit it for formal wear 
and are very charming. The silk 
stockings worn with it, also from 
Hellstern, are in the new grége 
shade called ‘“Tourterelle.” 

Germaine Guérin designed the 
black antelope bag with an ex- 
tending frame of black lacquer 
on silver and a marcasite mono- 
gram on the clasp. 

The gloves, from Alexandrine, 
are suede pull-on models in a 
new cream-white shade and, like 
all the formal new gloves, are a 
full inch longer than the gloves of 
last season.

Although these 
are ready-made, they have the qualities of 
custom-tailored suits, and the prices, rang- 
ing from about seventy-five dollars to approxi- 
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mately one hundred and twenty-five dollars, 
are surprisingly moderate. 


HIS season, belts exist in the evening 

mode mainly to support a buckle, which 
may be an effective accent or a central fea- 
ture of the dress. One of the best collections 
of buckles in New York is to be seen at 
Abeille’s, a shop that has re- 
cently moved to 19 East 
Sixty-First Street.

Between Generations Which Fashion Herself Must Note 


LL present-day periodicals that have anything to do with 
fashions—fashions in clothes, conduct, or surroundings 
within and without the houses of society—are obliged to 

make use of the word “‘smart.” It has succeeded such words as 
“elegant” and “distinguished,” and means, indeed, a different 
thing. For people are not particularly elegant or distinguished in 
the present era. Elegance was the fine flower of a very leisurely 
and beflounced mode of living, and distinction, though less 
languid, showed marked discrepancies of dress and demeanour 
between the hurrying crowd and persons of aloof established 
position. No one could be elegant or distinguished in a hurry, but 
people may be smart at the highest speed. May be, and are, since 
smartness is especially designed to meet the needs of rapid action. 
One hardly needs to consider the daily round to admit this. 





O we spend hours in dressing, as we used? We do not. No 

matter how beautiful the fabric, how decorated, how intri- 
cate the garment, we get into it with the leap of a clown through 
a paper hoop! Hats are crushed upon the head; gloves pulled 
on; wraps merely clutched about us. If shoes carry more than a 
strap or button, we consider them rather encumbering. As for 
underclothes, they somehow seem to waft themselves upon us, or 
away from us, with hardly conscious effort on our parts. True, 
short hair does require a little attention; but compared with that 
once bestowed upon the elaborately built-up piles of curls and 
braids in old fashion-plates, our care must be regarded as smartly 
simplified. And the dash and daring of our complexion make-up, 
—could anything be more confidently offhand? Quicker or more 
casual? Imagine being “elegant” with a lipstick in a restaurant, 
or “distinguished” when trotting about in knee-high skirts on a 
windy day! And, yet, we can (perhaps reluctantly) imagine 
“smartness” in connection with both. Smartness, with the snug 
hat now obscuring the ear and cheek, with the clinging fur, the 
crossed coat, the short, close skirt, the long, neat leg (and heaven 
grant it is!), the well-cut shoe, trig, tidy, intriguing, ready for 
a race against time to the furthest pleasure at the fastest pace. 


HE very essence of smartness is its capacity for speed, and 

clothes, conduct, and service are keyed to this. Haste, as we 
have said, never belonged to elegance and distinction, nor to 
good-breeding, culture, artistic taste, or even just pleasant living. 
But it does belong to smartness, which believes it can gather in 
at least the last three items mentioned, and not infrequently suc- 
ceeds even while keeping up with the gait it prefers. It’s astonish- 
ing to find how much it can acquire as it rushes from place to 
place, and no mean testimonial to its powers of coordination 
that it can retain such varied impressions accurately, and ade- 
quately enjoy such restless experiences. No matter where we find 
smart people to-day, we find them able to cope with an existence 
as pitilessly swift, highly geared, and brightly coloured as one 
of their own racing motors, and admirably equipped, mentally 
and bodily, for any emergency. 
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UT—and what a “but” this is going to be—how much will- 
power it takes for smart veterans to hold their own with 
smart juveniles. How gaily some make this effort, how doggedly 
others! We have known men and women of various middle ages 
who were generally better at games and sports than their young 
competitors—only they couldn’t stick things out so long. We 
have known some real elders who looked less than half their 
years when all went well with them, who could almost challenge 
comparison with their own children in appearance, yet there was, 
as there always is, something in what the French so politely call 
“un dge mtr” that looked out through their astoundingly pre- 
served youthful masks and indicated a life’s knowledge of life, 
though the webbing of the faces betrayed no lines of feeling. 


NE of the great obstacles to the conservation of unstirred 

face muscles is the difficulty of keeping feelings and nerves 
equally unstirred. Hardening the heart may help, to a certain 
extent, as far as feelings for others are concerned. But even this 
process does not always have the beneficial, contrary effect upon 
arteries, nor in the whisk of to-day’s whirligig is it at all likely 
to relax strained nerves. Hostesses of, let us say, the day before 
yesterday may have learned to lock calmly upon their grandsons’ 
departure by air for either of the Poles, but can not keep their 
healths or their households if their granddaughters never follow 
any habits at home, or anywhere at the same time and place, and 
if they demand movable-hour dinners arranged for plus twenty- 
four or minus everybody at the last moment. Yet, no one can 
deny that this is part of smart life and that the only way 
for those who can’t stand the wear and tear of it to retain 
command of their sanity is to stop—if they can—racing on with 
the young. 





NLY youth can attain the inconsequent helter-skelter of 
modern movement, keep the strange hours it does, regardless 
of light and darkness, eat between swallows of smoke without 
consciousness of taste, drive like the devil to the devil and never 
get there. Its elderlings can’t do all it does with impunity. They 
may exercise vigorously, order (or disorder) their lives modishly, 
open their minds to new view-points and close them to old pre- 
judices, diet and dress in contemporary fashion, but there is— 
and there should be—a slight difference in method. No man 
should try to appear his son’s junior; no woman dress exactly 
like her daughter. The covering that fits a pencil-shape does not 
fit anything more bulbous. Seventeen and seventy, even when 
equally thin and tall, have not a like straightness of leg; that 
aged bow, from the knee to the ankle, ought to be concealed when 
occasion permits. To those who can still hold their own in sports, 
the suitable costume for such sports is always befitting; but, in the 
midst of the mode, the smart mature should differ just a trifle 
from the smart immature and, for their own welfare, make 
haste with moderation.

“THE NEW MOON” 


HE producers, together with Oscar Ham- 

merstein, second, evolved the libretto 
from the autobiography of one Robert Mis- 
sion, a French aristocrat of the eighteenth 
century who for reasons drifted to the settle- 
ment of New Orleans. They have made an 
earnest effort to recreate the flavour of that 
picturesque time and place, and unquestion- 
ably have succeeded. And, curiously, in 
order to succeed, they have not felt it neces- 
sary to resort to cheapness and coarseness. 
Nor have they produced their humour by 
tossing a word or a mannerism of to-day 
into the strange milieu of a century and a 
half ago; their modernism evidently does not 
require anachronistic wisecracking, conde- 
scension to another period. With no more 
trickery than their medium demands, they 
have told a romantic story in terms of 
romance, embellished it with music that be- 
longs to the setting and the mood, and have 
furbished it richly. The decorations are lavish, 
beautiful, and not once gaudy. In brief, the 
operetta offers an evening of glamour, taste, 
melody, fragrance—a tender, nostalgic eve- 
ning. Let me repeat; it should prove a boon

to hostesses. And also to that large group 
which desires to find in the theatre expression 
of their inarticulate longing for beauty 
and rhythm. 

The tale of the love of the daughter of an 
aristocrat for her father’s bond-servant, of 
their elopement, their capture, their trials and 
tribulations on a barbarous island, of their 
great peril and last-moment rescue because 
of those three magic words—Liberté, Egalité, 
Fraternite—which, shouted from the house- 
tops and the cellars of Paris, drowned out 
the sighs and simpers and giggles of a rot- 
ting, regimented society—that tale is told 
with dash, with feeling, discrimination, and 
colourful detail. It piques the interest, holds 
it from first curtain to last, stirs the emotions. 

Sigmund Romberg’s score includes such 
melodious songs as “One Kiss” and the 
haunting “Wanting You,” the merry “Gor- 
geous Alexander,” with its diverting, fresh 
chorus effects, the resounding ‘“‘Stout-Hearted 
Men,” also stirring musical summaries. The 
dances and manoeuvres—arranged by Bobby 








Connolly—have originality, expertness, and 
beauty. The settings of Donald Oenslager 
are done by a young man of true taste and 
courage. (Incidentally, this is Oenslager’s 
first or almost first professional pro- 
duction.) Charles Le Maire—credited 
with the costumes—holds to the high 
standard set by his  colleagues—the 
authors, the composers, the decorator, the 
director. 

Evelyn Herbert as Marianne is a joy to eye 
and ear. Her clear, sure voice commands the 
often difficult score, commands it and does 
not bully it. Robert Halliday and William 
O’Neal sing their rdles persuasively, but, like 
most tenors, they should be heard from the 
stage and seldom seen on it. There are also 
Max Figman’s fine manner and Gus Shy’s 
geniality and comic skill—indeed, Schwab 
and Mandel have assembled an uncommonly 
happy cast to interpret an unusually de- 
lightful operetta. 


“THIS THING CALLED LOVE” 


NLY one other exhibition of a fortnight 

rich in quantity and extremely poor in 
quality merits more than perfunctory atten- 
tion. The work of a newcomer, Edwin Burke, 
“This Thing Called Love,” based on the 
premise that love is the rock on which most 
marriages are wrecked, that companionship 
and confidence vanish when love enters in, 1s 
delightful entertainment for two-thirds of 
its way. Then, the author devotes himself to 
completing his pattern exactly, and the piece 
goes flat. The play is over at the end of the 
second act; to provide a third, Burke resorts 
to the obvious, the hackneyed, and so the 
charm evaporates. 
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Up to that time, it is bright, gay, fresh, 
despite many clichés and a certain reliance 
on the mechanical in line and arrangement. 
Marriage for love, which so frequently fails 
to survive the first flush of passion, is cer- 
tainly a fruitful theme for a play. The French 
theory that marriage is a state affair, love a 
personal one, that the former concerns the 
next generation, the latter this, is asa theory 
sounder than ours. But, like most theories, 
it may not hold up in practice. However, 
the question belongs to the sociologists. Our 
concern is Mr. Burke’s play. He has made a 
merry comedy out of a most serious theme— 
which. of course, is what the best comedies 
are made of—, has written it with a twinkle. 
And, even though the final act falls into 
routine and absurd melodrama, the evening 
is rewarding. 

Violet Heming as the companionate wife 
is, while a bit Olympian, delightful to look 
at and to hear. Minor Watson’s performance 
has. as usual, manliness and warmth. Juliette 
Day plays sincerely and most energetically. 
And J. H. Brewer is an ideal butler. 


“ELMER THE GREAT” 


ING LARDNER’S dramatization of his 
“You Know Me AI” baseball stories is 


currently running at the Lyceum Theatre 
under the title “Elmer the Great.” It is a silly 
jumble of odds and ends with but one thing 
to recommend it: Walter Huston as the 
stolid, egoistic champion twirler with a prodig- 
ious appetite is sheer delight. He makes of 
the perfect product of rural Babbittry a dis- 
tinct creation. But he must battle against a 
ridiculous hodgepodge of frayed and ancient 
hokum—and the hokum wins. The chorus- 
girl temptress in a scarlet gown, the simplicity 
amounting to imbecility of the small town 
virtuous ones, “atmosphere” and scenery of 
the ‘nineties not even dusted off. The ‘‘mod- 
ern’ note is injected at the close of the second 
act when Elmer is tricked by unscrupulous 
villains into accepting a bribe; in the third, 
of course, he reneges and foils the villains. 


“THE BIG FIGHT” 


HAT seems to be the way of all cham- 

pions, if we are to believe the plays about 
them. The light-weight champion of “Ring- 
side,” the champion baseball player of 
“Elmer the Great,” and Jack Dempsey and 
his beloved working girl in “The Big Fight” 
—the same brand of gambler tempts them all 
in the identical manner and with the identical 
results. You might think that the gamblers 
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would realize sometime that they can’t win, 
that champions are unvaryingly virtuous, and 
that virtue is always triumphant. There is no 
indication of any such realization on the part 
of the gamblers in current dramas. 

However, neither the authors nor the pro- 
ducers were concerned with Dempsey’s 
vehicle; they placed their hope of profit alto- 
gether on the public desire to see Dempsey in 
the flesh. As in “Ringside,” the last act of 
“The Big Fight” shows the arena and a semi- 
super being knocked about mercilessly. 

The contraption has been staged by David 
Belasco in his well-known photographic man- 
ner. A barber shop is complete to the last 
detail; I have no doubt that real lotions—and 
Belasco’s favourite kind—are rubbed into 
the make-up of the actors. That sort of thing 
belongs to a decade or more ago—the con- 
temporary audience is but mildly interested. 
In other respects, the Master Director’s work 
on “The Big Fight” will not add to his fame. 

The ex-champion’s performance proves 
conclusively that, whatever his place among 
the great battlers, it is higher than would be 
his ranking among the worst actors had he 
chosen the stage as a profession. And yet, 
his simple, schoolboy method fascinates; he 
recites his lines exactly as a lad recites

N intensive interest in architecture and 
A the decorative and industrial arts, all 
demonstrating the successful advent of 
a twentieth-century style, is an aspect of 
Germany’s post-War point of view that im- 
mediately impresses itself on the visitor. No 
longer is the creation of a modern style the 
isolated, self-conscious effort of a few idealist 
pioneers, as it was in the pre-War period, 
when, despite rapidly changing econorsic and 
spiritual values, the weight of tradition was 
still too impressive for new forms expressing 
a new era to make much headway. But, four 
years of war, revolution, and the subsequent 
economic disaster have made so violent and 
decisive a separation between the pre-War 
point of view and that of to-day that the way 
is clear for creating forms express- 
ing new ways of living and think- 
ing. This is not true of Germany 
alone; similar causes have pro- 
duced similar effects in all of the 
countries that took part in the 
War and, before that, had done 
pioneering work in the matter of 
developing a modern style. 
In Germany, however, the twen- 
tieth-century style is being given 
a fuller and more concrete demon- 
stration than exists elsewhere. 
Apparently, it has taken firm root. 
The very aspect of the cities, be- 
cause of intensive building pro- 
grams carried out by ultramodern 
architects, is being altered. Mod- 
ern textiles, wall-papers, furniture, 
ceramics, glass, and silver are 
placed in these modern dwelling- 
houses, shops, hotels, and theatres. 
The modern style has definitely 
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come to express the taste and ideals of the 
people. With the people back of them as 
patrons, small wonder, then, that artists, archi- 
tects, and designers think only in terms of the 
modern style. In order that this style may 
attain an always higher artistic and technical 
level, through the germinating influence of a 
good example, selected exhibitions represent- 
ing the best that has been achieved in the in- 
dustrial arts during the year are a part of 
the exhibition program of each season. Mu- 
seums, however small or poor, are forming 
modern decorative arts collections. Such art 
magazines as Kunst und Decoration and Das 
Kunstblatt support the modern style by re- 
producing no works but those conceived in 
the modern spirit. 

This situation is not merely the 
result of a changed Weltanschau- 
ung. It is definitely fostered for 
psychological and economic rea- 
sons. The German people now 
have the opportunity to develop 
their country as they see fit, handi- 
capped, no doubt, by debt and the 
payment of war reparations, but 
unhampered by the stultifying re- 
strictions of Hohenzollern bad 
taste and the imposition of mil- 
tarism as an ideal. In so far as they 
develop a civilization according to

modernity, they are given the opportunity to 
reestablish themselves in the eyes of the world 
as contributors to world progress and culture. 
Germany’s loss of prestige as a Kultur nation 
rankles. To eradicate the impression that she 
stands for militarism and a reactionary form 
of Government, again to be considered in 
terms of a civilization capable of producing 
Wagner, Kant, Marx, and Hegel, is the effort 
of every thinking German. 

To achieve a supremacy in the decorative 
and industrial arts is one way to reestablish 
a reputation for culture, if economic benefits 
accrue at the same time. Needless to say, this 
effort for cultural supremacy extends to the 
other arts, as well, although economic benefits 
are not as immediate in music, literature, and 
the drama as they are in manufactured ar- 
ticles. As one critic puts it, “Germany must 
not only make the best violins and weapons, 
but must also establish a reputation for de- 
signing the most attractive and livable houses 
and the most tasteful decorative accessories. 
The world must come to her for such things, 
as it goes to Rome for pilgrimages and to 
Paris for women’s fashions.” And farther on, 
he says, “You must acquire things that your 
children will reverence, which you, yourself, 
reverence. This is the only way for achieving 
German Kultur.” 


THE LEIPZIG SAMPLE FAIRS 


The idea of bettering and modernizing their 
product has even extended to the gigantic 
Leipzig Sample Fairs, which have hitherto 
stood for the crassest commercialism. This 
has been accomplished through the efforts of 
the Grassi Museum, which gives over its gal- 
leries to a selected collection of modern deco- 
rative and industrial art for the duration of 
the Fair. Exhibits are also samples and are 
for sale, but they possess artistic and tech- 
nical qualities enabling them to serve as 
good examples to the more commercial prod- 
uct shown in the Fair buildings. It is the 
ambition of every manufacturer exhibiting at 
the Leipzig Fair to improve his product to the 
extent of being admitted to the Grassi Mu- 
seum. Admission is equivalent to a Medal of 
Honour and has a distinct sales value. 

However, not by the leaven of good ex- 
amples alone could the standard of industrial 
design be raised and modernized, were not 
creative talents also enlisted to bring this to 
pass. Sculptors, painters, and architects con- 
tribute designs for ceramics, glass, furniture, 
and textiles. Such ancient and honourable 
manufactories as the Berlin State Porcelain 
Manufactory lists on their designing staff the 
well-known sculptors Ludwig Gies and Edwin 
Scharf. The Bavarian State Porcelain Factory 
of Nymphenburg employs the Munich sculp- 
tor, Josef Wackerle, as head designer, and 
Professor Max Liuger, a well-known archi- 
tect, designs for the Majolika factory at 
Karlsruhe. These are not exceptional cases; 
art and industry have made a definite part- 
nership wherever work of technical and 
artistic merit is being produced. 

But, on the other hand, were it not for a

ON HER DRESSING-TABLE 


N her book Dangerous Ages, 

Rose Macauley proposed the theory 
that every age of woman is a dangerous 
one. But from a standpoint of beauty 
there is just one dangerous age, and 
that is the time when a woman begins 
to “let herself go.” This is a most dis- 
tressing phase in itself, and it is a state 
into which too many women allow 
themselves to slip in the mistaken be- 
lief that there is little or nothing to be 
done about their appearance after youth- 
ful years are over. 


BEAUTY FOR THE OLDER WOMAN 


The intelligent older woman, to-day, 
has little interest or faith in the so- 
called rejuvenation, “become young 
overnight” processes. Even if such 
things were possible, when one has 
reached the middle years or beyond, 
one is not willing to have the experience, 
the graciousness erased from one’s face, 
merely to look eighteen again. But this 
intelligent older woman has a great 
deal of interest in keeping the contours 
of her face firm and clear, in retaining 
the lustre in her hair, and in keeping 
her skin clear and smooth. 

One New York specialist who has 
a large following in this country and 
in London considers the older woman 
her most important subject. “The 
younger generation is sufficiently taken 
care of by a bright lipstick and a little 
general advice about the care of the 
skin,” she says. “The older woman 
who has real problems to solve is my 
first concern.” This specialist, Rose 
Laird, consults individually with every 
client who asks her advice, and her 
counsels do not stop with advice about 
the treatments to be taken in the salon, 
but include directions for continuing 
the treatments at home, a proceeding 
that is a great advantage to many wo- 
men who are in New York only once 
or twice during the year. 

While Rose Laird makes a point of 
specializing her treatment to individ- 
ual requirements, there are some basic 
preparations that she uses in caring for 
faces with dulled skins and relaxed 





muscles. One is a liquid pore cieanser, 


a delightfully fragrant liquid that pur- 
fies and revives the skin; another isa 
nutrient cream that feeds the under 
nourished skin and, together with the 
proper application, helps to build w 
the contour of the face; still another is 
a special astringent (which is frequently 
used in conjunction with ice) designed 
to tighten the muscles and tone the skin, 
When these preparations are used in 
the salon, they are accompanied, in the 
case of clients with relaxed or sagging 
muscles, with a pressure of the knuckles 
of the hand, instead of the finger-tips, 
that has a wonderfully strengthening 
effect on the bone structure of the chin 
and jaws. This, in turn, gives the 
proper support to the muscles, a con- 
dition that is of vital importance toa 
firm skin and clear contours. 


CONCERNING HAIR PROBLEMS 


As a general rule, the older woman 
seems to feel less responsibility towards 
her hair and its condition than towards 
any other aspect of her appearance. 
She sees that it is kept clean and that 
it is waved, but she frequently stops at 
that point. Yet, dull, lustreless hair 
is one of the greatest factors in creating 
a colourless effect, an impression that 
the well-groomed woman of any agt 
wishes to avoid above all others.

Of the American Red Cross Asks 


Our Interest, as Well as Our Dollars 


ONE of the activities of the 
American Red Cross exercises a 
more powerful or spectacular appeal 
than its able coping with sudden ca- 
lamity. We have recently witnessed the 
relief-work of the Red Cross through- 
out Porto Rico, the West Indies, and 
Florida, and the territory that was 
devastated last September still bears 
tragic witness to the depth of our 
dependence on this agency of mercy. 
Our nation realizes, with unfailing 
gratitude, that when the stricken south- 
ern coasts cried for aid, they were 
answered immediately and practically. 
Well-equipped staffs of doctors, nurses, 
and assistants, maintained in constant 
readiness by this organization, were 
rushed to the areas of disaster. Food, 
shelter, and clothing were provided 
with miraculous speed. And the re- 
construction and rehabilitation plans 
that were begun almost immediately are 
now well under way. 


SERVICES, BIG AND LITTLE 


Such a display of power seizes the 
attention and start!es the mind. Indeed, 
unless one is intimately acquainted 
with the Red Cross, the vastness of 
this work is likely to seem somewhat 
overwhelming. It is, as Cinderella’s big 
policeman would have it, “infalliable” ; 
but it is a mistake to think of the 
organization as something machine- 
like, impersonal, and far removed from 
our individual concerns. At one time 
or another, the Red Cross relief may 
be called on to succour one’s family and 
oneself in some unforeseen contingency. 
Apart from this more drastic aspect, 
the Red Cross is working every day, 
in one’s own community, to improve 


the general health conditions. And 
among our friends and_ neighbours, 


each of us may number several who, 
able to devote the time and strength, 
are enlisted as volunteer workers, giv- 
ing their services regularly throughout 
the year. 


THE MEANING OF MEMBERSHIP 


If we recall what is signified by our 
membership in this organization, we 
will not make the mistake of taking 
these services for granted. The Annual 
Roll-Call is nation-wide, but behind it 
stands the individual, whose encourage- 
ment is needed as much as his dollar. 

The financial success of these annual 
calls to membership is impressive, and 
the extent of previous membership rec- 
ords are tangible evidence of our 
national support. But, as the fields of 
service widen, the Roll-Cali must show 
a corresponding growth, for it is the 
only appeal that the Red Cross ever 
makes to the public. The funds raised 
at this time must be made to care for 
everything but a major, national ca- 
lamity. In times of great disaster, such 
as the hurricane of this last September, 
or the Florida storm of 1926, or the 
Mississippi Valley flood of 1927, the 
Red Cross may make a special appeal 
for emergency funds, to be used solely 
in the stricken territory. 

But to relieve human suffering with- 
out human sympathy is impossible. To 
think that perfunctory financial aid is 
all that the Red Cross needs shows a 
lack of understanding. At every turn, 
constructive work would be benumbed 
by such an attitude. It is apparent that,

- OINT COUNTER POINT,” by Aldous 

Huxley (Doubleday, Doran), isa 
book of some four hundred crowded 
pages of type, and yet this ponderous, 
difficult novel has been chosen by the 
Literary Guild as its October selection. 
The fact is indicative of the sheer en- 
tertainment, the vulgar readability, of 
this latest and biggest work from Hux- 
ley’s hand. It must first be said that 
for the highest form of civilized enter- 
tainment, there is no one writing to-day 
who can compare with Huxley. This 
man, with the unfailing eye for the 
reasons and causes of things, with 
the exquisite sense of the ridiculous 
and the vulgar and the pointed and 
the meaningless, whose silent laughter 
at human idiocies has echoed coldly 
and horridly through all his earlier 
novels, has produced another. That 
should be enough, and is enough. All 
those who have for years looked to 
Huxley to make some sense out of the 
modern chaos and to bring to absurd 
and stupid things a contempt that is 
commensurate to their contemptibility, 
will rally at once. They will find what 
they look for, the perfect and un- 
strained word, so like Beerbohm’s, but 
so much more intellectual and quite 
unresigned to humorous resignation. 
And they will find four hundred pages 
of it. But they will find something 
else. The title of this novel is “POINT 
COUNTER POINT ;” it is a novel of juxta- 
positions, a novel which attempts to 
prove, in a sense, that there is no 
absolute truth, by showing varying 
sides of the same “truth,” all true and 
all different. The ingenuity and inven- 
tion with which Huxley rings the 
changes on this basic idea are enor- 
mous. He seems to have a thousand 
proofs of this one theme of different- 
ness, a thousand pied, tragi-comic 
habits for chameleon truth. And he 
permits these juxtapositions to speak 
for themselves to a far greater degree 
than he has ever done before. But ob- 
viously, the ironic effect, the cold 
horrid laughter, too, must be implicit. 
In this kind of novel, as Huxley re- 
alized, the people and situations must 
be real and moving, and only after 
they have become real and moving is 
laughter permissible) Dummies jux- 
taposed would have no value. And so 
we find in this novel a far greater pre- 
occupation with the manifestations of 
passion than in any other Huxley 
novel. The old Reason is present in 
force, but it is drawn as a line parallel 
with Instinct and trying vainly and 
desperately and with tremendously re- 
sourceful cleverness to meet its fellow- 
parallel this side of space. The effort 
is, of course, predoomed. Huxley’s only 
solution is no solution, it is a kind 
of acceptance, and it is, simply enough, 
that it is good to live. He has put into 
his book almost every way of living, 
and you can take your choice. Our 
choice is old John Bidlake. And, 
parenthetically, it is here with Bidlake, 
as with Cardan in “These Barren 
Leaves,” that Huxley is able to write 
his most moving passages. The old 
man, with his strength gone, and dead- 
ness, without death, close on him. The 
old man, thinking of the time when he 
was young and thinking of a woman, 
long since dead, with whom he was 
most alive, and who is now in his 
mind more living than he _ himself. 
This beating against finality until the 
mind breaks seems to find Huxley at 
his best. Finally, it is necessary to 
admit that this is infinitely short of 
being a proper review of such a novel. 
We have, for one thing, omitted quali- 
fications entirely, that some of the 
book is dull, that you will want to 
skip some of the conversations, that

Alice Boughton (The Avondale 
Press), is an extraordinarily pleasant 
volume.

For 
example, opposite Yvette Guilbert’s 
picture, there is a half-page of amiable 
gossip about what Yvette wore when 
she was photographed, what she said 
and did, plus a little rhapsody about 
Yvette Guilbert in general. The photo- 
graphs are admirable, and Miss Bough- 
ton seems to have liked all her sitters. 
Without her intending it, the author. 
too, is revealed as a charming person 
who has thought the best of everybody 
and taken them all at their own valua- 
tion. The James boys, Henry and Wil- 
liam, are represented in two of the most 
interesting photographs of the collec- 
tion, William looking like a_rock- 
ribbed New England farmer of the 
comic strips, and Henry with critically 
bloated and silk-hat-surmounted pro- 
file pointed toward a Davies painting.

ESTINY BAY” (Little, Brown and 
Company) is a_ posthumous 
collection of Donn Byrne’s short stories.

AM H. HARRIS and Albert Lewis 

must answer to whatever theatrical 
gods there be for attempting to foist 
such stuff as “The Big Fight” on a 
credulous public. There will also be a 
deal of explaining demanded of them 
for “The War Song,” in which George 
Jessel—once the jazz-singer—appears. 
They have taken what seems to have 
been a fervent anti-War play by the 
Spewacks and, with the aid of the 
star, have crammed into it every vaude- 
ville trick they could think of. That 
would have been pardonable had they 
not neglected in the process to leave 
much play around the vaudeville tricks. 
The hero, a Jewish song plugger and 
cabaret entertainer, works hard to 
evade the draft. But the draft gets him. 
Rebellious, incredibly pert and uppish, 
he manages by grace of the playwrights 
not to be court-martialed while at 
Yaphank. He even runs away, but is 
caught and not punished. Of course, 
we are asked to believe that not the 
faintest touch of cowardice motivates 
his actions—only love for his mother! 
He is sent overseas, captured by the 
Germans. And in a German prison 
camp, he learns that his mother has 
died of a broken heart. He breaks 
down—just as the play did long 
before. 

There are indications that in the 
original script he was an ardent paci- 
fist acting from deep convictions; as 
he appears at the National, he is merely 
a slacker. So sympathy is alienated. In 
all the three acts, he learns nothing; 
at the end, he is identically the same 
as at the beginning. Nor does the play 
progress; with but one or two excep- 
tions, the vital action is off-stage or 
nowhere. He loves his mother, is torn 
from her arms, she dies, his girl mar- 
ries another slacker. No story, no cumu- 
lativeness, no real continuity. Further- 
more, the piece is so crudely patched 
up that without difficulty you can tell 
where one patcher leaves off and an- 
other takes up the trowel. The final 
scene among the Germans is well done 
atmospherically; having it bilingual 
adds much. 

Jessel omits none of the things that 
made him popular in vaudeville. He 
sings, he dances, he patters, he wise- 
cracks, he sobs, he is even sentimen- 
tally Jewish. He does those things well, 
but you wish he would use some se- 
lectiveness, some sense of relevance, not 
attempt to stuff all his gifts into each 
and every role.

changed attitude towards the relative 
importance of the fine and applied arts, 
this situation would not have occurred. 
No longer do the fine arts connote the 
superior aesthetic content that the ad- 
jective implies, nor are the decorative 
arts regarded as being on an inferior 
plane and so only worthy of enlisting 
second-rate talents. Emerson’s admoni- 
tion, “Beauty must return again to the 
useful arts and the difference be- 
tween the fine and the useful be for- 
gotten,” is being demonstrated in 
Germany. 

Critics, philosophers, and __ social 
economists have been analysing the 
relation of the fine arts to modern 
society and are agreed that painting 
and sculpture are no longer a vital ex- 
pression of society, except in those 
rare instances of great talent, which 
again seem to be increasingly rare 
phenomena. A false valuation has been 
put upon the artist and his work— 
a valuation out of all proportion to his 
contribution and the aesthetic content 
of his work. Facts would seem to 
substantiate this deduction. The buy- 
ing of pictures and sculpture is on the 
wane. The artists whose works are re- 
produced in connection with this article 
have appreciated the situation and are, 
in fact, among the first to proclaim it. 
They are meeting it by expressing 
themselves in the decorative arts or by 
carrying out their ideas in mediums 
that place them within the reach of 
the art lover of moderate means. 


MODERN DECORATIVE ARTS 


It may possibly seem paradoxical 
that such obvious luxuries as ceramic 
sculptures, fine glass, enamelled vases, 
and embroideries should not also go 
the way of the fine arts on the ground 
of being unnecessary. But, without 
seeming to strain facts to fit a theory, 
there is a more definite connection be- 
tween rational living conditions and 
the decorative arts, however luxurious 
they may be, than there can be in the 
purely aesthetic appeal of the fine arts. 

Modern decorative arts differ from 
any that have preceded them in that 
their beauty is entirely dependent upon 
simplicity of form, quality of material, 


and quality of craftsmanship. In this 
way, they ally themselves with the 
mechanistic, rationalistic trend of the 
twentieth-century thought. This is not 
the distinguishing mark of German 
decorative arts alone. It is the com- 
mon denominator that unites the dec- 
orative arts of all nations contributing 
to the development of the twentieth- 
century style. It is the quality of imag- 
ination that enters into the design that 
proclaims it French, German, Swedish, 
or Italian, as the case may be. The 
German Baroque spirit is displayed in 
Ludwig Gies’s porcelain “Masques,” 
shown at the top of this page. Pro- 
fessor Gies teaches sculpture and ar- 
chitecture in the Vereinigte Staatsschu- 
len fiir freie und angewandte Kunst 
in Berlin, of which Professor Bruno 
Paul is the director. Professor Gies’s 
stylized versions of Gothic and Baroque 
motives, usually expressed in ceramic 
sculptures or wood-carvings, are highly 
considered by collectors and connois- 
seurs. 


A VERSATILE ARTIST 


Professor Max Liiuger is equally 
well known as an architect, painter, 
and ceramist. His glazed faience plas- 
tics and plaques, three of which are 
shown on page 103, are character- 
ized by their exquisite translucent 
glazes and subtle colouring. At the 
recent Diisseldorf Exhibition, Profes- 
sor Liiuger was assigned the Gallery 
of Honour in which to exhibit his 
ceramics. 

Ludwig K6nig is another accom- 
plished technician in the field of 
ceramic art. His “Reclining Calf, 
shown at Diisseldorf and acquired by 
the Bavarian National Gallery, 1s tyP- 
ical of his fine glazing and humorous, 
but essentially plastic point of view. 
It is reproduced in the photograph at 
the bottom of page 102. 

Josef Wackerle’s architectural sculp- 
tures are seen on many of the new 
public buildings.

one has passed forty, unless one spends 
even more time in fitting the figure to 
the frock than in fitting the frock 
to the figure. 

Skirt lengths, of course, should be 
well below the knees for all women, 
no matter what their age, who have 
not remained slender; and a certain 
graceful fulness that leaves one in 
doubt as to which is body and which 
is fabric should be demanded from the 
waist down. 

When one considers materials and 
colours, there seems little to say except 
that distinction should always be 
sought for, rather than novelty or that 
“hit-you-in-the-eye” quality that is 
a doubtful asset, even to the young. 
Dull-finished fabrics, of course, are to 
be preferred to shiny ones for those who 
wish to minimize their size. Colour 
combinations that are subtle rather 
than obvious are kinder, not only to 
the wearer's figure, but to her face, as 
well. Brilliant shades will be avoided 
by those who have any sense of the fit- 
ness of things; a garnet-red will be 
chosen in place of a lacquer red; a dark 
blue, rather than a brilliant blue. Black 
is the older woman’s best friend, for 
nothing makes white hair so spectacu- 
lar an asset. 

Many older women, however, make 
their mistakes in accessories rather than 
in the main items of their wardrobes. 
These mistakes are of two types. The 
first set comes from not knowing Paris; 
the second, from knowing it too well for 
one’s own good, since self-knowledge 
seems to be lacking. 

No woman, old or young, should 
wear a fussy shoe, but the older woman 
should err on the side of simplicity. 
This is not always easy for her to do, 
because she may still possess what was 
termed in her youth “a pretty little 
foot.” She should realize, however, that 
a tiny foot supporting what is no longer 
a tiny figure is a liability rather than 
an asset in modern eyes, and she should 
not call attention to it. Above all, she 
should not attempt to make it tinier 
still by means of a tight shoe. The small 
foot and the smart foot are by no 
means synonymous terms, as they were 
when she was young. A tight shoe dates 
her irrevocably, and, since she will 
never reduce while she wears it, it 
will be her worst enemy. 

Hats. for the older woman, should 
never be the dernier cri. They should 
follow the mode, certainly, but dis- 
creetly. A hat pushed as far back as 
the mode of the moment permits will 
show all the wrinkles one has. A hat 
folded too tightly about the face will 
be the unkindest cut of all. 

When choosing stockings and gloves, 
smart women of any age will see that 
they blend, but the older woman, if she

FINER COOKINg¢ 


BY X. MARCEL BOULESTIN 


HIS is a perfect month for the 

gourmand: game still has the 
charm of novelty, and the “R” months 
permit the reappearance of the oyster. 
It is also, I understand, a_ perfect 
month for the sportsman, who is now 
allowed to kill all sorts of things, most 
of them delicious to eat. But to quote 
an old author: “We do not intend to 
enter into a learned disquisition as to 
all the means by which these crazy 
frames of ours are kept in good repair, 
but to answer boldly that one great aid 
towards preserving them in proper or- 
der lies in the judicious use of field 
sports and amusements. 

“Corroding, carking care vanishes 
into thin air when the ardent lover of 
these pursuits gives himself thoroughly 
up for the nonce to the enjoyment of 
them. ...” 


BREAKFAST AND LUNCH 


But even the “ardent lover” wants 
food occasionally, so, “habited in rough 
thick coat and substantial boots,” he 
has a hearty breakfast. Having done 
his morning work, there is an interval; 
“some convenient place is appointed 
whereat to meet at luncheon, and to this 
spot the ladies of the household often 
repair; and a very pleasant hour is 
spent in discussing game pie, patties 
and cold beef, beer and champagne at 
these al fresco luncheons. After an 
hour’s chat and the consumption of a 
cigar or so, the gentlemen resume their 
work of destruction and the ladies 
either watch them at a respectable dis- 
tance or drive homewards.” 

How different this very English pic- 
ture is from the sight one is accustomed 
to in the French country, in the Landes, 
say, or the Périgord, where the man 
goes out (also wearing substantial 
boots) with his dog and his gun. How 
different the results as far as the quan- 
tity is concerned! How even more dif- 
ferent the further results at the hands 
of his wife or of his cook! 


GAME, ROASTED AND EN RAGOUT 


The admirable Grimod de la Rey- 
niére in his almanach gives us inter- 
esting simple game recipes, the recipes 
corresponding to those used to-day by 
the French peasant woman, so simple 
that if you asked her to explain, she 
would say: “But I have no recipe. I 
just roast the birds. I burn them with 
melted pork fat and just sprinkle over, 
while they are roasting, salt and bread- 
crumbs. And the other dish? Ah! my 
ragout—there is nothing in it, the sauce 
is just made with a glass of white wine, 
fines herbes, melted bacon, a little 
lemon-juice, and, of course, the birds 
must be partly cooked first.” She might 
even say to you, “Ah ce n’est pas de la 
cuisine ¢a!”, though I am not certain 
whether she means it or not. 


SOUP DE CHASSE 


This is a very good and useful soup, 
usually served in the east of France to 
men before starting on a shooting ex- 
pedition. Put in a saucepan three or 
four onions finely chopped, with a piece 
of butter the size of an egg. Melt the 
onions over a slow fire, but do not let 
them get brown. 

Add water (enough to make a suffi- 


cient quantity for five or six people 
allowing a little more for reducing) 
bring to the boil, then put in one lk 
a head of celery, parsley, thyme, bay. 
leaf, clove and a little garlic, salt pe 
pepper, also a pinch of Sugar: : 
boil gently for at least two hours 

Cut thin slices of stale bread fry 
them in butter, and dispose them ty, 
or three deep in a warm soup tureen, 
Take a tablespoonful of potato flour 
add to it a small quantity of good stock 
mix well, and see that it is smooth To 
this you add, stirring quickly, the volks 
of three eggs; mix well again and a 
this into the soup, stir once more and 
pour the finished mixture over the bread 
in the soup tureen. Serve at once.

SAUCE DE SALMIS 


Make a roux; when the flour is 
slightly brown, add, little by little, con. 
sommeé or stock and the pounded liver 
of whatever bird or birds you are going 
to serve en salmis, mix well, and cook 
the whole thing for about three. 
quarters of an hour with a bouquet 
thrown in. Then add a tumblerful of 
cooking claret, the bones and carcase 
of the bird, a drop of cooking brandy, 
and cook at least twenty minutes more. 
after which you keep this sauce hot. 

Meanwhile you have partly roasted 
the partridges, pheasant, or grouse 
and carved out the wings and legs. The 
bones are used for the sauce. The best 
pieces should be disposed in a fire- 
proof dish or a saucepan. Pour over 
these, through a fine sieve, the sauce you 
have prepared, cook a few minutes more 
so that the flesh is properly cooked, and 
serve with crotitons round the dish. You 
can add, if you like, a few pieces of 
fresh mushrooms previously poached. 
The sauce should be well seasoned. 


STUFFED QUAIL 


Have some fat quails and stuff them 
with minced meat prepared as de- 
scribed in the stuffing recipes below. 
Put in a deep fire-proof dish or a 
cocotte two or three rashers of fat ba- 
con, one onion and one carrot cut in 
slices, salt, pepper, and a pinch of 
mixed spice, also two juniper berries 
crushed. Dispose the quails on this 
bed and cook very slowly till ready 
(about a quarter of an hour). Pour 
the gravy through a muslin over the 
quails in the serving dish. 


STUFFING 


There are many ways of stuffing 
quails, but, on the whole, the following 
are the best: 

1. Mince finely remnants of roast 
chicken, one or two mushrooms, add 
very little bread-crumbs, mix well, 
season with pepper and salt, and bind 
together with marrow fat. ' 

2. Mash some foie gras, season 1! 
with salt and pepper, a pinch of mixed 
spice, add a little fresh cream, 4 'ta- 
spoonful of cooking wine, the yolk ol 
an egg, and mix well. 

When the quails are stuffed with 
either of these preparations, the open- 
ing should be sewed (the thread to be 
removed before serving). Some people 
cook the birds for a minute or two lm 
butter before putting them ™ the 
cocotte.

one colour, the dress the other, 
Shantung and tussur, too, were ab- 
solutely right this year, which, thanks 
to the sun, was a silky year.

Boar hunting is assuredly the royal 
sport of France. Most of the famous 
chateaux of Touraine were really hunt- 
ing-boxes in the old days from which 
kings and courtiers went out to the 
chase of the wild boar. 

Azay-le-Rideau, one of the most 
charming small chateaux on the river 
Indre near Tours, and now a gift to 
the French nation as a historical relic 
of the past, was a favourite country 


residence of Francois Premier, from 
which he and his “amie,” the lively 
Gabrielle d’Estrées, used to hunt. 


Chambord again, one of the largest of 
the Loire chateaux, set in the midst of 
a magnificent stretch of wooded 
country, was so constructed that the 
ladies of the Court could view from its 
roof the whole countryside and watch 
the hunt without so much as leaving 
the building. The woods of Fontaine- 
bleau were, of course, famous for “La 
Chasse au Sanglier” and a royal pre- 
serve from which many hunts were 
witnessed by the Kings of France and 
their Court, up to the time of Louis 
Quatorze. 

We do not, perhaps, realize how 
seriously the French take their hunt- 
ing. Even at the present day, far more 
pomp and ceremony are observed on 
a day of hunting in France than is 
the case with even the best English 
packs. That is not to say that etiquette 
is more strictly observed, but that there 
are customs and intricacies that date 
back much farther than ours and are 
to the uninitiated even more difficult 
to grasp than our own. 


THE CALL OF THE HORN 


For instance, the horn or Corne de 
chasse alone would need a chapter to 
itself. Many people might think it 
was for “show” purposes only. This 
is not so. The Corne de chasse has 
as many different calls as a military 
bugle, and all as distinct in sound. 
There is the first “Find,” “the View,” 
“the Check,” when the boar is first 
brought to bay, “the Death,” and many 
more that I can not remember, although 
I have heard them many times. Calls 
can also indicate the direction in which 
the chase is veering, whether to right, 
left, or straight on. France is a country 
of great woodlands, and most of their 
hunting is done in woods rather than 
in the open. Although there are not so 
many fences, it is not always easy to 
keep with hounds, and the horn is 
used as a definite guide to the hounds, 
huntsmen, and the followers by the 
limiers, who are trained to sound the 
many different “calls” as part of their 
job. The limiers or piquers, of whom 
there may be two, three, or four, ac- 
cording to the size and wealth of the 
hunt, play a very important part. They 
it is who must find from tracks and 
local information the whereabouts of 
boars (who are incidentally great wan- 
derers and continually travelling).

almost certainly in store. The country 
is by no means flat, and every kind 
of obstacle may be encountered during 
a day’s run. Stories of many fine runs 
could be told, runs in which a pig has 
been killed in twenty. minutes; others 
when the huntsmen have come up just 
in time to see hounds and pig swim- 
ming well towards the far side of the 
big lake of Biscarrosse, a mile or more 
wide; others again when hounds have 
been finally whipped off at dark, some 
sixty or seventy kilometres from home, 
with the pig hardly more tired than 
themselves, saved by the darkness. 
IN THE FOREST 

More than one guest has been lost 
and stayed out all night in the forest. 
It requires a good bump of locality 
to keep one’s sense of direction in so 
large an expanse of wooded country. 
The limiers are wonderful, and sticking 
close to their horse’s tail is, perhaps, 
the safest policy, if one is a newcomer 
to the forest. 

The country covered by the hunt is, 
of course, a large one, as the forest is 
nearly two hundred kilometres long and 
nearly half as wide, and, as wild boar 
are great depredators of the cultivated 
patches of maize and potatoes that 
the peasants raise around their tiny 
villages, the hounds are always very 
welcome.

LD Carmel-by-the-Sea has passed 

into the realms of lamented rus- 
ticity and now emerges with several 
paved streets, new stores, and an air of 
being a very busy resort for San 
Francisco and northern California in 
general. It is situated on Carmel Bay, 
about one hundred and twenty miles 
south of San Francisco Bay. Time 
was when Carmel was only a seaside 
village: the main street was worse than 
the proverbial Dublin highway; frame 
building stores lined it, and homes were 
lost in the woods. To-day, one motors 
in (there are no railway connections) 
via an ideal road and can coast down 
the long hill of Ocean Avenue (the 
central thoroughfare) to the sandy shore 
—without a single jolt. For a boule- 
vard with pines down the centre has 
at last been built, after a long contro- 
versy between the radical “intelligent- 
sia,” who seemed to be conservative in 
civic matters, and the progressives, 
who have won. Not only is there a 
paved main street, but several side 
streets, which finally, to the joy of the 
“old-timers,” become the beloved dirt 
roads and disappear in the forest. 


MODERN CARMEL 


The stores of modern Carmel have 
thatched roofs, tiny paned windows 
with flower-boxes, and are built of 
Carmel stone or stucco simulating it, 
in a rich tan colour. Flagstone walks 
surround them, and the up-stairs shops 
have interesting outside stairways. 
Quaint lanterns hang by the rough 
board doors with their knockers of 
various styles. And one can find here 
sports costumes to please the most 
fastidious, antiques to delight the con- 
noisseur, while the art stores are trea- 
sure chests of Oriental and European 
imported articles. Perhaps, the small 
space compels the shop owner to be 
very discriminating in selecting his 
wares. At any rate, to spend a morning 
in these little shops is to know one 
of the most charming features of the 
town. The book-stores and _ libraries 
alone would fill an interesting volume. 
And there are weavers, interior deco- 
rators, architects, real estate and toy 
dealers, and even barbers housed in 
these quaint buildings. Further im- 
provements are modern hotels, lights 
on the main street, and, here and there, 
two moving-picture houses—one the 
beautiful Theatre of the Golden Bough, 
with its lovely flagstone courtyard and 
grilled doorway flanked by two huge 
urns—and the Forest Theatre, where 
the residents of Carmel take part in 
the out-of-door plays. 

The new homes of Carmel-by-the-Sea 
are either Spanish or Italian in feeling 
or of the type simply called “Carmel 
house.” The last—of wood or Carmel 
stone—is usually built around a patio 
and has a redwood interior finish, giv- 
ing it a sweet, pungent odour, and a 
stone fireplace in the living-room. 
These seem to be the essential elements 
of that “style” of building. Nestling 
among the pines of the canyons, or set 
farther up the hillsides, or looking 
from the cliffs over the Carmel Bay, 
across to the Del Monte Forest and 
Pebble Beach, these houses often have 
interesting furnishings—either as to 
type, like the Spanish houses, or simply 
combining the comfort of a country 
home with an appreciation of the 
artistic. For Carmel numbers in its 
population members of the smart set, 
many retired professional people, and 
numerous artists, for whom it is best 
known. 

Surrounding these homes are gar- 
dens, unique for mingling the native

There are innumerable walks through 
the forests, with unexpected littl 
houses tucked among the trees, their 
gardens gay against the green and 
brown of woods. And there is the 
Carmel beach curving along the edge 
of the Italian-blue bay and backed by 
brown cliffs with ancient cypresses 
leaning over the tops and _ brilliantly 
dotted by red, blue, and yellow wild 
flowers. The sand is dazzlingly white 
and piles up in huge snowy dunes as 
one follows the shore-line towards the 
Pebble Beach golf course. Carmel skies 
are a deep, clear blue, and one has to 
experience a sparkling sunny day, when 
the woods are warm and the beach 
exhilaratingly cool, when the colours 
of Carmel Bay and beach, sky, and 
flowers bring out the painters who 
have found this region most challenging 
to their art and inspiring—one mus 
experience such a day to understand 
why Carmel is regarded equal to, if 
not surpassing, the colourful extrav- 
agance of some parts of Italy.

CARMEL AFTER SUNSET 


At evening, one goes to the hills 
look over woods, almost concealing the 
town below, and out to the sea. From 
this vantage-point, one can witnes 
sunsets of rare beauty, which cast 2 
rose-glow over the whole romantic 
shore-line, discovered and first settles 
by the Spanish padres. To the left, 
just outside the town, where the te 
tile Carmel Valley spreads near the 
shore, is the dignified Carmel Mission 
where Father Junipero Serra, greatest 
of the padres, is buried. To the right q 
is Pebble Beach and its smart colony, 
surrounding the Del Monte Lodge. As 
darkness comes, one goes down, stu 
bling along the dark streets or paths 
by windows glowing in the wo 
passing now and then some one with 2 
lantern or flash-light—for nearly every 
night pedestrian finds them a necessit 
in this town tinged with modemlly, 
but retaining a flavour of picturesqu 
rusticity. And, lest we forget, there . 
that unforgettable fragrance of eve 
ning in Carmel—fragrant pine, pur 
gent wood smoke, and the damp, sally 
smell of sea-mist.
